"THIS IS THE AGE of satelloons, orbiting zoos, rockets Of course Sierra Madre has another face, 
to the outer reaches of heaven, automated factories and 
terrifying freeways. 

Also grim speeches on war and survival, gross national 
product and The National Purpose. 

Thus it is somehow satisfying—a retreat from insanity, 
perhaps—to behold our neighboring City of Sierra Madre, 
whose only purpose frequently seems to be to thumb its 
nose at the future. 

Many Sierra Madreans have become skilled in the not- 
so-gentle art of reaction. Note that no super highways 
bisect the town, no glittering shopping plazas strike a 
discord in the antique business district, no monuments to 
progress mar its skyline. 

The street lights are dim, the sidewalks creased by 
rain and sun, the parkways and lawns surfeited with trees 
and shrubs. So dense is the foliage, in fact, that motorists 
sometimes risk life ^nd limb when crossing the city's inter¬ 
sections, which, more often than not, are uncluttered by 
such amenities as stop signs. 


All primed with new mi¬ 
crophones and with two of 
four skylights opened after 
having been closed for six 
years, City Council Tuesday 
night steamed up to accom¬ 
plish a number of matters 
of progressive interest to the 
community. 

Negatively, however, it 
again dilly - dallied on the 
Community Nursery School’s 
request for land in Sierra 
Vista Park on which to con¬ 
struct a much-needed addi¬ 
tion to the present establish¬ 
ment and to also make it 
available for various meet¬ 
ings. Councilman James F. 
Abernethy led the fight 
against the proposal, ex 
pressing his otltright opposi¬ 
tion despite explanations by 
John S. Torrey, Nursery 
School Association president. 

ONE OF the last commu¬ 
nities in the Los Angeles 
area to do so, Council finally 
voted to have its sessions 
opened with prayer. Various 
ministers will be contacted 
and asked to deliver invoca¬ 
tions preceding Council 
meetings. This action fol¬ 
lowed a written request by 
Col. Walter D. Thurber and 
backed by the SIERRA MA¬ 
DRE NEWS. 

Council, in a long session, 
and accentuated by the Cap¬ 
ital Improvements Commit¬ 
tee, did these things: 

1 — Accepted bids of the 
Frank Chutnuk Construction 
Co. to construct sanitary 
sewers in three districts — 
$28,792.50 for the Mountain
